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Constitution Revision 
Urged By Governor 



"You can best serve Kentucky 
by serving the cause of educa- 
tion." Gov. Bert T. Combs told 
an audience composed of Ken- 
tucky teachers and UK students 
assembled for a convocation Mon- 
day morning. 

Speaking before a standing- 
room -only crowd In Memorial 
Hall. Oov. Combs called for a 
modernization of the Kentucky 
constitution. 

He stressed the Importance of 
education in connection with his 

▼ention to revise the constitution. 

"Unless a convention is ap- 
proved by voters in the November 
election." he said, "a Court of 
Appeals mandate will say that no 
one except those holding state- 
wide offices shall draw more than 
$7,200 a year." 

Oov. Combs said if that was al- 
lowed to happen, Kentucky would 
be set back at least a quarter of 
a century. 

The ruling was made by the 
Court of Appeals last winter but 
It is withholding a mandate on 
the issue pending the convention 
possibility. 

Quoting Lincoln, Jefferson and 
Casslus Clay to support his belief 
In the need for the convention, 
Oov. Combs emphasized the need 
for the change to keep up with 
changing times. 

"Quiet dogmas of the past are 
not sufficient for our troubled 
times," the governor quoted Lni- 
coln. He quoted Jefferson as hav- 
ing said. "Laws and institutions 
must go hand in hand with the 
progress of the human mind." 

Spiring his speech with Jokes 
and anecdotes from his native 



The audience laughed again 
when the governor pointed out 
some outmoded provisions of the 
70-ytear-old constitution. As an 
example, the constitution requires 
that one doorkeeper murt be at 
the Capitol at all times. 

"The Capitol now has four 
doors," he said. 

Ladies in Kentucky violate the 
constitution every time they vote, 
the governor said, as the state 
charter does not include women 
suffrage. Only the I 

legal, he added. 

The constitution further speci- 
fies that public officials must 
swear they have never engaged in 
a duel, Oov. Combs said. 

"We will revise, not rewrite the

constitution." he said. A delegate 
from each district In Kentucky 
would be elected to the convention, 
and the revised constitution would 
be submitted to the people for ap- 
proval. 

Gov. Combs, who was Intro- 
duced by Dr. Leo M. Chamberlain, 
University vice president, con- 
stantly stressed the favorable 
effect that a constitutional revi- 
sion would have on education. 

In a question and answer period 
after his address, the governor 
was asked why "we can't continue 
to violate the constitution as we 
have been doing instead of calling 
for constitutional revisions." 

"Because no self respecting 
court will go along with it," he
